SULTAN URQEO TO INITIATE REFORMS 



Irl*h Question and the 8outh AfrlcMi 
Situation Appear NatlBfactitry t« 
tlie BrltUh Monarch— For- 
eign Happenings. 



London, Feb. 17.— King Edward, ae- 
compnaled by Queen Alta^'dM and 

nirrounded by the court and all the 
offlcers of state, opened parliament. 
Early in the day the vaultt Of the 
teusea of parliament were eearched, 
■r vmial, tor imaginary eoneplratora. 
W til* yeomen of the guard, carrying 
Aelent lanterns and useless halberds. 
The procession was identical with 
that of previous similar occasions. 
King Edward read hla speech to ^r> 
Uament from the steps of the throne 
In the house of lords. It was as fol- 
lows: 

"My Lords and Gentlemen: My re- 
lations with all the Torelgn powers 
eontlttu*. friendly. Tbte bloekade of the 
Vcaesuelan ports has led to negotia- 
Uont lor the adjustment of all the 
matters in dispute. I rejoice that a 
settlement has now been arrived at 
wbich has Justified the blockading 
powers in bringing all hostile na^al 
questions to an immediate close. Ne- 
gotiations have taken place for an ad- 
justment of the questions which have 
arisen In regard to the boundary of 
my possessions in North America and 
that of the territory of Alaska. A 
treaty providing for the r<-(erence of 
these questions to an arl)itral tribunal 
has been signed and ratified." 

The speech next referred to the Bal- 
kan question, saying: "The condition 
of the European provinces of Turkey 
glvQS cause for serious anxiety. I have 
used my beat efforts to impress on the 
sultan and his ministers the urgent 
need of pracUoal, well-considered 
fliethodB of reform." After nc.ng that 
Austria and Russia have been consid- 
ering the reforms which the signato- 
ries of the Berlin treaty should recom- 
iNnd tm the a^l^, the speech adds: 
"f trust that the proposals will prove 
BUfllclent for the purpose, and that I 
shall find it possible to give them my 
hearty Kiipport." 

The king then turned to South Af- 
Hea, on which subject he said: "The 
W H x mB of event! m South Africa has 
bMn satisfactory. The visit of the 
colonial secretary has already been 
productive of the happiest results, 
fOd the opportunity it has piroTlded 

Sr. personal conferences with Lord 
Hner and the ministers of the self- 
gOvemlng colonies and the representa- 
tives of all interests and opinions has 
gceatly conduced to a smooth adjust- 
ment of many difBcult questions and 
to the removal of many occasions of 
misunderstanding." 

The speech concluded with an inti- 
mation that the budget estimates of 
the expenditures would inevitably be 
lirge and with promising the introduo- 
flon of bills dealing with the Irish land 
question. Ixtndon education, sugar 
bounties and the I-oniion docks. In re- 
gard to the Irish measure the king 
said: "It will, I trust, complete the 
serlea of measures which have already 
done much to substitute single owner- 
ship for the costly and unsatisfactory 
conditions ''till attaching to the tenure 
of agricultural land over a large part 
of Ireland." 

Formal Note to The Porte. 
Paris. Peb. 17.— It Is said in «0olal 
Quartem here thst the Austrian am- 
bassador at Constantinople will pre- 
sent a nolo to The Porte aKkIng fr>r 
reforms in Macedonia. This is regard- 
ed as Inaugurating the project for Joint 
notion on the par( of the European 
powers toward Turkey. The presetnta- 
atlon of the Russian note, which is 
identical, will follow that of Austria, 
hut the foreign office here has not yet 
been advised of the exact date of its 
presentation- The terms of the notes 
were submitted to France. Great Brit- 
ain, Italy, and Germany, and were ap- 
proved la principle b^ ail except Qer-

MeohNnlftm and Its Workings Kx> 
plained Before a Brooklyn . I ury. 

New York, Feb. 17.— In a trial which 
is aoir p rogre s s i ng in the oounty oourt 
In BraeklyB. Oistrint Attorney Clnrk 
has had occasion to show the working 
of a machine used to catch persons 
susceptible to the influence of the 
green goods Idea and by which it was 
said at least 160,000 had been ob- 
tained. It was in the trial of Samuel 
Faust and Harry Faust on a charge of 
offering for Kale counterfeit money. 
The district attorney told the Jury that 
the. defendants ottered for $36 to give 
1100 in moasy so closely resembling 
the genuine that it was guaranteed to 
pass tbe inspection of bank cashiers. 
The victim was then invited to see the 
counterfeiting plant in operation. 

Then Mr. Clark showed the Jury the 
mechanism and explained its work- 
ings. It consists of a copper box abOII^ 
two feet square, with a false bottom 
and cov^. It is alleged that the 
Faunts w.ould take two jnniilne bills, 
ikt tlnnn wfth if "seerMMff^ratiod, 
place a piece of tissue paper between 
them, and then put them in an en- 
velope. The latter would then be 
placed In the box and the cover closed. 
Half a dozen batteries attached to the 
box would then be, set in operation, 
the strange noises impreeslng the vic- 
tim and making him believe that some 
strange process was going on. In tbe 
excitement the telse bottom would be 
allowed to drop over the first envel- 
ope, leaving exposed another envelope 
In which three genuine bills would be 
found. The center bill would be sup- 
posed to be the counterfeit that had 
Just been made. The prospective vic- 
tim would be allowed to take It to a 
bank, and, finding that it passed mus- 
ter, usually returned to get large quan- 
tities of green goods, whieh were pal- 
pably frauds. 

FBOTOOOL SIGNED 

For A<Uustment of Uncle Sam's 
Claims Againnt Venexurla. 
Washlngtdn, Feb. 17. — Secretary 
Hay, for the United States, and Mr. 
Bowen, for Venezuela, signed a pro- 
tocol providing for the adjustment of 
United States' claims against Venezu- 
ela by a commission to meet at Cara- 
cas. 

This commission will eonslst of two 
members, a Venesuelan and an AniArt- 
^can. to be appointed jrespectively^.by 
Presidents Castro and Roosevelt, and 
in the event of disagreement, an um- 
pire is to be appointed by tbe Queen 
of the Netherlands. It Is ^expected that 
the mnisisr (iof ^lorelgn affairs will be 
appolniea as' 'V'ehezuela's represeata- 
tive and that either Mr. Bowen or Mr, 
Russell, tbe United States oharge, 
will be named to r«|»#«Mnt the United 
States. 

Ohio Miners' Executive Board. 
Columbus, O., Feb. 11.— The forth 
coming report of Secretary-Treasurer 
Savage of tne Ohio Mine Workers will 

show a surplus on March 1 of about 
$55,000. The executive board, which 
meets here Friday, will be Informed 
of the financial condition of the or- 
ganisation and sot a date tor the be- 
ginning of the one-per-cent. assess 
ment. In the past and at present t%e 
assessment has been but one half of 1 
per cent. At the last convention it 
was decided to increase it to 1 per 
cent. The date, however, was not set 
for the enforcement of the amend 
ment. The new scale becomes effect- 
ive on April 1, and it is very probable 
that the new assessment will be or- 
dered collected from that time. 

Canadian Pacific's Move. 
New York. FM). 17. — Sir William 
VanHorne, chairman of the board of 
the Canadian Paclflo railway, who ar 
rived here from Havana, was aaked 
whether It was correct that the Cana- 
dian Pacific was negotiating for the 
North Atlantic fleet of toe Elder- 
line. He replied : "I have been away 
from Mne.spnta tine, and ) do not 
know whether or not the negotiations 
have been concluded. I do not know 
Just bow far the matter has gone; but 
we have been negotiating with the line 
for the purchase of from a dozen to a 
dozen and a half of their ships for 
some time."

Thercsc Hum- 
bert, the central figure In the Craw- 
ford' millions litigations, has com- 
plained of suffering from an affection 
of the heart caused by confinement in 
her cell, and the presiding Judge of the 
court before which the case is to be 
tried has ordered a medical examlua- 
tion of the prisoner and postponed tbe 
proeeedings. '• .. « 



Washington. Feb. 17.— A house bill 
was passed granting a pension of $80 

per month to the widow of the late 
Representative John W. Rumple, of 
Iowa, who was a captain of voliinteers 
In the civil war. The usual resolution 
providing for the reading In the sen- 
aMi on Monday, Feb. 28, of Washing- 
tdn's farewell address was adopted, 
and the president pro tempore desig- 
nated Mr. Dubois of Idaho as the 
reader. 

Bills were passed as follows: To 
extend the limit of cost to $70,000 of 

the United States postofllce building 
at Marblehead, Mass.; to authorize tbe 
absentee Wyandotte Indians to select 
certain lands and for other purposes; 
for the purchase of a site and the erec- 
tion of a building thereon at Oregon 
City. Ore., and appropriating $100,000 
therefor. 

The (^uay resolution asking for a 
vote on the statehood bill went over. 
The Carmack resolution directing the 
committee on Philippines to visit the 
islands to investigate conditions, was. 
on Mr. Lodge's motion, referred to the 
committee on Philippines on a yea 
and nay vote, 87 to 24. 

Mr. Hoar, from the committee on Ju- 
diciary, reported the Llttlefield .anti- 
trust bill as amended. Mr. Piatt 
(Conn.), of the comaiittee. stated that 
it was not an unanimous report and 
that he was opposed to the measure. 
He said a large proportion of the bill 
has been more wisely and appropri- 
ately treated in legislation recently 
eaacted. Concerning the new features, 
there- were, he said, oneonstitutlonal 
provisions In them. Even if they were 
within the constitutional authority of 
congress they are mischievon.s ai! I 
will work great injury to the business 
interests in the United States. 

A resolutloB by Mr. Dubois requir- 
ing the CJvH Service, commission to 
furnish the senate Information regard* 
Ing the dismissal pf Elmer Forshay 
from the o:7ioe of the surveyor general 
of Idaho provoked considerable dis- 
cussion, but it went over. The state- 
hood bill was then taken up. and Mr. 
Depew resumed his remarks in opposi- 
tion to U. 

Blaze in tlie House. 

Washington. Feb. 17. — i5ome lUtle 
excitement was created in the houso 
of representatives Just before that 
body convened by the discovery of a 
slight blaze in the flooring of the east 
reserved gallery. The flooring hud lie- 
come ignited from a defective flue in 
the Democratic cloakroom, and when 
discovered about 18 feet of tho mold^ 
ing was ablaze. The blaze was extin- 
guished and the members suffered no 
inconvenience when the house met. 

Mr. Ualzell, from the committee on 
rules, presented a special rule making 
in order the legislation reported in the 
available bill for the Increase of the 
personnel of the navy and for the in 
crease of the limit of cost for the na- 
val academy. He explained how vital 
the proposed legislation was and read 
the recommendations of the secretary 
of the navy on the subject. Mr. Rich- i 
ardson (Tenn.) and Mr. Underwood | 
(Ala.) both denounced the principle 
lnv(Aved in the rule as vicious. The 
resolution was adopted without divis- 
ion, and the houst went Into commit- 
tee of tbe whole gad satered upon the 
consideration Of .tk« WKtkl tvproprla- 
Uon bill.

Mr. Al- 
lan D. Opie, attorney for plaintilT in the 

suit of MtOsbe's administratrix agsinat 
tbe Q. aod O., filed an amdavit for tbe 
plaintiff, casting gross rcfleMions opoa 
the court. Jndfre Harbeson read the 
affidavit out so tbe bar and others pres- 
ent could bear what it contained. He 
forthwith adjudged Mr. Cole guilty of 
contempt and fined bim i'M. Tbe sffi- 
davit set forth among other things that, 
by reason of intense prejudice towards 
plaintiff's attorney, the court could not 
give her a fair and impartial trial.

Chicago. Feb. 17. — Intense cold, the 
most severe of the winter, prevails 
throughout the middle west, the tem- 
perature ranging from one degree be- 
low zero at Louisville to 24 below at 
West Superior, Wis. Official records 
at other centers were: Chicago, lU be- 
low; Peoria, 14; St. Louis, 6; Indian- 
apolis. 8; Milwaukee. 10; Columbus, 2; 
Kansas City, 9; Des Moines, 9; 8t. 
Paul, Ht Daaha, 19, aad Topeka, IS, 
Further west and northwest tha 
weather was moderating. The relief 
cnmniittecs everywhere were taxed to 
the limit in relieving the suffering of 
the poor. There were no Indications 
of a coal famine, dealers generally 
having surplus stock on band. TroI< 
ley lines are badly crippled, and both 
suburban and throii.ih trains on the 
railroads were delayed, many suburb- 
an trains being abandoned. Telegraph 
aad telephone sertlee was serieasly 

crippled, the contraction of the wlre» 
causing them to break, and for a time 
Chicago was practically cut off from 
communication with the oi^tside world. 

While BOdoratlBg slightly throui^ 
the day, no immediate breaking up of 
the cold spell is promised, and In the 
neighborhood of four or five dSgrass 
below zero is looked for. 

Lack of Fuel, 
it Louis, Feb. 17.— All trains except 
aeeommodationa were from two to six 
hours late, and the Vandalla and Chi- 
cago & Alton reported many poles 
down along their tracks as a result of 
the storm. The telegraph companies 
have had a hard time keeping com- 
municatlon open. Because of the lack 
of fuo] at the city Hospital, the lives 
of 700 patients, some of whom are at 
the i)oint of death, are endangered by 

the cold. An Insufllclent supply of coal 
at the courthouse resulted 1* the elos- 

Ing of the courts' ofUcea here. There 
seems to be plenty of coal in the city, 
but, owing to the cniiilitiini of the 
streets, it is extrejnely hard to deliver. 

Flood Missed Danger Line. 
MttabBfr. Psk. fT.-'ntisbuvg to to 

the grip of a cold wave, heavy snow 
and flood. Luckily, the high water Just 

mi8.«ed the danj-'er i)oint. aiul beyond 
flooding the lowlands and causing in- 
convenience to owners of plants aloag 
the river fronts, no damage was done. 
A fierce snow and wind storm devel- 
ope 1, and ih"ri:' is half a foot of snow 
on the level and z< ro weather prevails. 
Street car service has been seriously 
Impeded, and all trains east and west 
are from two to four hours tote. 



Status of Canal Treaty. 

Washington, Feb. 17. — Assurance Is 
given that the meeting of the cabinet 
developed nothing of serious impor 
taaee. All the members except -Sec- 
retary Shaw were present, and the two 
hours consumed by the session were 
spent In an informal discussion, large- 
ly of departmental affairs. The status 
of the Panama canal treaty in tbe sen- 
ate was again discussed. Some appre- 
hension is expressed that the treaty 
may not be ratifled at the present ses- 
sion, owing to the opposition of Sen- 
ator Morgan. The ppUQO .toa United 
Btotae hotda oa a« Paaama Canal 
Company's property will expire on 
March 4. It is impossible, even If the 
treaty shcniid be ratified by the senate 
at this session, to effect an exchange 
of ratificatlefi».«atU. alter tha expira- 
tion of the option.

General Foster will 
be assisted In this work by Mr. Lan- 
sing, his son in-law, who also was con- 
nected with the Investigation of the 
Alaskan seal issue. Secretary Root 
has ooneluded to accept his appolnt- 
msnt as one of the eoismisslonefa to 
represent the United States on the 
boundary commission. The two other 
members are 8onat9rB Lodka aad Tu^ 
ner. 



Text of Philippine Currency Bill. 
Washington, Feb. 17. — The Philip- 
pine currency bill passed by the sen- 
ate prasorlbes that the unit of vsilue 
In the Philippines shall be the gold 
peso of 12.9 grains of gold, nine-tenths 
fine, said gold peso to become the unit 
of value when the government In tbe 
Philippines shaU kava 4ato«d and 
ready for circulation not less than 
5,000,000 of the sliver pesos, provided 
for .In the bill. The gold coins of the 
United BUtes, at the rate of |1 for 2 
pesos, shall be legal tender In the Isl- 
ands. The bill also provides for an 
additional ooinage of 76,000,000 silver 
coins of the denomlratlon which shall 
be legal tender as provided for con- 
tract
